That will be a wonderful day when 
men will not manufacture imple- 
ments of war, and no nation or in- 
dividual will get rich at the cost of 
the life’s blood of their fellowmen. 
We agree this will be the condition 
of the world when the kingdom of 
Gcd is come. ; 
Personally, I believé this Book 
teaches that God is tremendously 
interested in the affairs of the na- 
tions. He has a divine plan that 
runs through the ages. I am not 
speaking from the viewpoint of 
the fatalist, but I believe and 
have faith in a sovereign God.

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Bread Nineteen Cents a Loaf Under The Townsend Plan! 
Yes, that is what it would have to be. Remember that the 


total added tax, (that so-called “two per cent transaction tax’) 
must raise twenty-four billion dollars from people who only have 
a total income of forty-seven billion dollars to spend! All the peo- 
ple in America only had income to spénd in 1934 of less than forty- 
seven billion dollars, but the Townsend Plan requires that the tax 
must raise twenty-four billicn dollars as a pension for the old 
pecple to throw to the winds every thirty days! So if the two per 
cent transaction tax is to raise enough money, as Dr. Townsend 
says it will, it must raise twenty-four billicn dollars by taxation, 
out of forty-seven billion dollars. The government must have enough 
transaction taxes to get twenty-four billion of our forty-seven bil- 
lion dollars. And that is supposing that everybody else in America 
. spends all of his income as the Townsend pensioners are to do. 
If anybody kept back part of the forty-seven billion income in 
the bank and didn’t spend it, then the taxes would have to be 
higher, of course. 

But billions are hard for us to understand. I can’t spend forty- 
seven billion dollars. I can spend $47.00 or 47c. Every time I 
start to buy 47c worth of bread, under the Townsend Plan, the 
government would take 24c in extra taxation besides the taxes we 
already pay. Out of every 47c I spend, I must pay 24c to the 
government for the old age pension! Then out of the 23c I have 
left, I must pay the other taxes the government already requires, 
and buy my bread! The bread I now buy for 9c a loaf would then 
cost me 19c a loaf. 9c of it would still go for bread and the other 
10c (slightly more than half of my income, I remind you,) would 
go to the old age pension fund, though taken out 2 per cent at a time, 
on every transaction. But the consumer would finally pay it all. 
And so in every case the consumer would pay the accumulated 
various “2 per cent transaction taxes,” at the last transaction. 

How foolish, visionary, hair-brained, impractical, and vicious 
such a scheme is! 


Would Greatly Increase Government Bureaus, Payrolls 

The Townsend Old Age Pension Plan would greatly increase 
the cost of government. The twenty-four billion dollars to be spent 
annually, furnishing old people $200.00 a month, or each couple, man 
and wife past sixty, $400.00 a month, would not be the whole ex- 
pense of the Townsend Plan. It would be far more, as I will soon 
show. 

Ten million people (or eight or nine million perhaps) must 
prove that they are sixty years old to get the Townsend Pension 

| benefits. Who would investigate the records of these ten million 
people, birth certificates, affidavits of mothers and fathers and 
physicians, family records, etc? It would take careful work be- 
cause the other millions from fifty to sixty would like to have 
$200.00 a month to spend. Thousands of government agents would 
have to be employed. 

These ten million people must not be “habitual criminals.” 
How many crimes make a habitual criminal? Some state laws say 
three convictions, some say four, I believe. The government must 
investigate every applicant and government bureaus would have to 
have charge of this to protect the tax payers’ money. 

But every man and woman, white or black, that receives the 
Townsend Pension, must give up all gainful employment. If a man 
mowed a lawn for fifty cents, that fifty cents must be subtracted 
from his month’s payment. Who will keep the record and prove it? 
It. would take many investigators, bookkeepers, and supervisors 
to see that no pensioner made any money on the side. 

But everyone who receives the Townsend government pension 
must swear he will spend it in thirty days’ time. Who will watch 
the accounts of ten million old people to see that they spend every 
dollar of their money every month? How will you prevent some old 
people from saving some of the $200.00 each month in a sock under 
the mattress, in a vase on the mantel, in a safety deposit box, or 
putting it in the hands of a son or daughter to save for them? 

\ Why, the answer to that is more government agents checking 
Y and double checking every day! The expense would be enormous and 
the opportunity for graft unlimited. 

But watching these ten million old people would be no work 
at all compared with watching the other one hundred and ten mil- 
lion people from whom the money must be wrested. Old people might 
be willing to spend their money, but the rest of us certainly would 
not be willing to give away half of our income to the idle if we 
can help it. Who would see that an extra stamp was placed on a. 
loaf of bread every time it changed hands? Who would see that the 
two per cent was collected every time a dollar’s wages was paid? 
No matter what device was used on a transaction tax, there would 
, be thousands of ways of circumventing it. When a woman pays 
her colored cook, according to the Townsend proposal, the govern- 
‘ ment must get two per cent. It is a money transaction and a trans- 
‘ action tax must be paid. But will people pay it? Not unless some- 
body checks up on them. That would take multiplied tens of thou- 
sands of federal government snoopers to collect half of our national 
‘ PFincome to give to the old pecple to throw to the birds. And every 
government snooper would be a well paid tax eater, kept at govern- 
ment expense.

God in His counsel had determined 
before to be done. 

Remember what Jesus told Pilate 
in John 19:10,11: 


"Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me? Know- 
est thou not that | have power to 
crucify thee, and have power to 
release thee? 

“Jesus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power at all against me 
except it were given thee from 
above: therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the greater sin."

Yet He was mindful of us and set 
His heart upon us and sent His 
son to die for us.

has put it in the hearts of the kings 
and rulers to fulfil HIS WILL that 
the Word of God shall be fulfilled.

The line of demarkation is here 
drawn between premillennialists 
and postmillennialists as to the 
manner in which the kingdom of 
God shall come on earth.
